Washington, February 27.--(By 
Constitution ‘Leased Wire.) —With 
only four days of the present session 
of congress remiuining, the house set 
ihe stage today for putting through 
fue maas of accumulated pending legis 
lation dealing with rural credits, two 
phases of which have already passed 
the senate. 

It was generally conceded that the 
house will pass the composite rural 
credits bill. which was drafted by the 
house banking and currency commit- 
tee from salient features of 
measures. A vote is expected to be 
reached Wednesday. 

Due to the consolidation o 
bills, it will be necessary to adjust 
final differences in conference 
tween the two houses, and just what 
the conference will recommend is a 
matter of speculation for the present. 
But whatever form the legislation, as 
finally adjusted, takes, it is expected 
to be of tremendous importance to the 
agricultural sections of the country 
by making more elastic facts for se- 
cvring rural credits. 

The main part of the pending 
lation would obligate the government 
tw provide approximately $600,000,- 
000, it is estimated, for giving farm. 
ers easier credits. Some experts say 
the amount may be nearly doubled.

Into a steel-lined pit, like a 
huge inverted bell with upright 
clapper, crash six tons of lime- 
stone and shale from a dump car. 


The long process of crushing 
and grinding necessary in cement 


making begins. 


Slowly, steadily, the great clap- 
per of the gyratory crusher travels 
a circular path — crunches the 
huge chunks of stone to inch-and- 
a-half fragments. 


The fragments pour out below 
on their way to the grinding mills. 


In the first mill, a hundred 
hinged hammers pound and crush 
the rock to particles the size of 
sand. 


Next, the materials go to the 
tube mill —a cylinder as big as a 
locomotive boiler, half filled with 
steel balls. As it revolves, it lifts 
the charge of steel and rock and 
tumbles it down again and again. 
An hour of this yields a powder 
finer than flour. 


All this is only part of the 
grinding required. The powder 
is burned to glass-hard clinker— 
and then the grinding process 
starts all over again. 


A jaw crusher cracks the 
clinker: halls hammer it to the 
fineness of sand. 


And again, for an hour, the 
mass tumbles about in another 
tube mill, grinding and rubbing 
together clinker, steel balls and 
gypsum. Then you have cement. 


To meet standard specifica- 
tions, 78 per cent of the finished 
cement must pass through a sieve 
having forty thousand holes per 
square inch, which is finer than 
the finest silk. 


To obtain a ton of tinished ce- 
ment, a cement plant grinds to 
this hneness two tons of raw ma- 
terials, including coal, and a ton 
of glass-hard clinker—three tons 
altogether to make one ton of 


portland cement. 


Crushing, grinding and pulver- 
izing are among the more than 
eighty operations in cement 
making.

Washington. February 27.—The 
navy entered three flying boats today 
in the competition for the Jacques 
Schneider aviation marine trophy.

Millsaps has entered 
three Southern basketball tournaments and has not yet passed the first 
round. 

Centre found Clemson easy in the first half, but the Tiger found a 
weak place in the Colonels’ defense during the second stanza and came 
within one point of tying the score at one stage of the battle. Captain 
Green, ace of the Centre five, however, came to the rescue and shot a 
couple of field goals that saved the day for the Kentuckians, Centre 
winning 27 to 23. 

Vandeybilt, rated by Atlanta experts as one of the best teams that 
has played*in the city this season, found a set-up in Louisiana State 
university and won as she pleased by 36 to 10. The Louisiana five 
shot but four field goals during the game, showing lamentable weakness 
on Offense.

ESTIMATES DIFFER 


Shippers Submit Figures 
at Interstate Commerce 
Hearing Here Tuesday 
Lower Than Those of 
Carriers. 


At the southeastern freight rate 
hearing Tuesday Charles Barham, 
chairman of the Southerna freight rate 
committee, submitted an estimate of 
the result of proposed rate revision 
which is widely at variance with the 
estimate submitted at a previous hear- 
ing by representatives of the carriers. 
The hearing is being held before Com- 
missioner J. B. Eastman and Examin- 
er W. J. Wagner, of the interstate 
commerce commission, at the Pied- 
mont hotel. 

DD. M. Goodwyn, chairman of the 
railroad committee, completed his tes- 
timony Tuesday morning, ending with 
a discussion of  less-than-carload 
commodity rates. Following him, 
Barham took the stand, and will con- 
tinue giving testimony when the hear- 
ing is resumed Wednesday morning. 

Barham’s Estimates. 

The figures submitted by Barham 
Tuesday indicate that the proposal of 
the carriers, if put into effect on in- 
trastate traffic, would preserve pres- 
ent revenues from this source within 
one-half of one per cent. If put into 
effect on interstate traffic, Mr. Bar- 
ham’s figures indicated that it would 
result in a decrease of 14 1-2 per cent 
in revenues accruing from this source. 

W. G. McKinstry, comptroller of the 
Central of Georgia, during an earlier 
session of the present hearing, sub- 
mitted figures which indicated that the 
carriers’ proposed of rate revisions 
would result in an increase in total 
revenues of approximately 11 per cent, 
thus nullifving the effect ot the 10 
| per cent rate reduction order ot the 
{interstate commerce commission issued 
last summer. 

Revenue Is Checked. 

| In each case, figures submitted were 
obtained through a revenue’ check 
which was ordered by the commission 
at a previous hearing. For a certain 
period of time, the rate revision pro- 
posed by the earriers was put into ef- 
fect, and a check of revenue was made, 
for comparison with revenue accruing 
under rates, at present in force, For 
another period of time the rate revis- 
ion proposed by the shippers was put 
into @ffect and the same process fol- 
lowed, 

Following the present hearing. 
which is expected to last until late in 
March, counsel for the shippers and 
counsel for the carriers will brief the 
iecase, then it will be argued before the 
commission in Washington.
